"The  time  has  come,"  the  Walrus  said,  "to  speak  of  many  things. 

"Of  graduation,  bread-lines and   things." 

— The  Walrus.  

Arts  '40  broke  on  Wesfern  with  great  gusto.  In  our  four  years  here  we  can  at  least  boast 
of  the  questionable  honour  of  having  been  the  most  commented  on,  if  not  the  most  viciously 
maligned,  "Year".  In  September,  1936,  we  received  a  somewhat  dubious  welcome  from  Arts  '39. 
This  initiation  started  Freshie  Gordon  Taylor  on  the  first  of  a  long  series  of  protests.  These 
protests  reached  a  peak  of  distinction  three  years  later  when  a  similar  action  almost  resulted  in 
the  closing  of  the  University  by  the  Provincial  Government. 

In  the  fall  of  our  first  year  we  received  all  the  routine  warnings:  speeding  on  the  drive, 
throwing  lunches  around  Room  2,  breaking  furniture  in  Room  19  and  dating  college  co-eds.  We 
remember,  even  then,  beefing  about  Cafeteria  meals  and  prejudiced  student  courts.  Early  in 
our  first  term  Jim  Orr  was  given  the  questionable  honour  of  being  elected  the  first  president 
of  Arts  '40  In  the  history  of  the  University.  These  first  elections  marked  the  beginning  of  our 
period  of  high  pressure  politics  and  resulted  In  the  largest  vote  polled  In  Freshman  elections  up 
to  that  time. 

Ken  Mooney,  after  cloistering  himself  with  Brown's  column  for  our  first  three  months,  finally 
decided  he  had  absorbed  enough  college  wit  to  write  his  own  nonsense.  He  burst  forth  in  late 
1936  with  the  efforts  that  later  were  to  degenerate  Into  "Joe  College".  Alf  Hurley,  during  the 
same  period,  was  laying  the  foundations  that  were  later  to  make  him  Western's  number  one 
student  athlete.  He  found  a  place  in  athletic  and  scholastic  headlines  in  his  first  year  and  has 
consistently  held  It. 

In  the  spring  of  '37  the  Girls'  Senior  Basketball  team  won  "the  bronze  baby"  for  the  second 
consecutive  time  and  they've  hogged  it  pretty  well  ever  since.  The  Women's  Council,  with  Dr. 
Turvllle  as  foreman,  were  about  to  pick  up  shovels  and  dig  the  foundations  for  a  Women's  Union 
Building.  They  still  are.  With  a  little  more  money  and  some  co-operation  from  belligerent  nations 
they'll  do  it  yet.  Our  first  year  closed  with  Terry  Ferris  being  elected  new  president  and 
Frances  Boyce,  vice-president. 

in  the  fall  of  '37,  our  second  year,  we  Initiated  Arts  '41,  only  to  find  that  a  third  Taylor  had 
arrived  to  swell  the  two-man  chorus  against  initiation.  The  rest  of  us  continued  to  enjoy  making 
the  Frosh  look  silly.  It  wasn't  very  hard.  About  this  time,  Johnny  Loaring,  prominent  member  of 
Arts  '40,  ran  off  to  Australia.  After  things  had  settled  down  again  at  Western  he  came  back  to 
train  for  the  Olympic  Games  and  further  distinguished  himself.  We  remember  Western  Univer- 
sity's radio  broadcast.  Avis  Clarke  shaming  Don  Redman  with  her  super  band-leading,  marriage 
proposals  to  co-eds,  Mooney  co-editing  the  Jazette  (and  that  killed  the  Jazette  for  a  couple  of 
years),  the  abolition  of  initiation,  and  the  student  court  still  remaining  a  hotbed  of  dissatisfaction. 
At  the  end  of  second  term  Terry  was  re-elected  year  president  and  Marjorie  Featherstone  took 
over  the  vice-presidency. 

Our  third  year  opened  with  John  Hunt  and  Art  Lennox  collaborating  with  Bill  Bramah  in 
the  editing  of  the  Gazette.  Features  of  the  year  were  the  appearance  of  afternoon  riots  (i.e. 
dances)  in  Convocation  Hall;  Oliphant,  Hilton,  Hurley  and  Faust  starring  with  the  Mustangs  in 
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the  intercollegiate  rugby  finals;  Sadie  Hawkins  first  striking  terror  into  the  hearts  of  Western 
"he-men";  the  Band  being  at  last  recognized  as  Canada's  leading  College  gridiron  entertainment; 
Bill  Craig  strutting  his  stuff  as  a  cheer-leader  and  Frances  Boyce  sponsoring  a  youth  hostel  move- 
ment whereby  everybody  was  to  go  on  long  hikes  from  here  to  there  and  back  again.  Don 
Pearce,  that  fall,  edited  the  "Literary  Supplement"  in  such  a  way  that  he  was  asked  for  an  encore 
in  1939.  Gord  Taylor,  Alf  Hurley,  Peggy  Sturman  and  Fred  Hill  were  elected  to  the  U.S.C.  and 
Terry  and  Doris  Eagles  became  the  new  Prefect  and  Sub-Prefect.  Percy  Lee  took  over  the 
presidency  of  the  year  and  Marj.  Featherstone   hung  on  to  her  vice-presidency. 

That  third  year  closed  with  such  a  bang  that  fourth  year  very  nearly  didn't  open.  The  Protest 
Campaign  was  the  biggest  awakening  in  Western  history.  It  was  a  broadside  of  banners,  posters, 
parades,  speeches,  pamphlets,  radio  broadcasts,  balloons,  hitch-hiking,  letters  and  Mr.  Hepburn. 
Mooney  organized  a  band  that  blew  much  sweeter  the  night  before  than  the  morning  after. 
Jock  Stewart  was  the  star  trumpeter  (i.e.  the  night  before).  Arts  '40  planned  and  carried  out  the 
Protest  Campaign  and  we  defy  any  other  year  to  beat  it. 

Before  classes  resumed  in  1939,  war  was  declared  and  the  world  suddenly  took  on  a  little 
different  appearance.  As  if  that  were  not  bad  enough,  it  was  eventually  revealed  that  Arts  '40 
had  placed  the  University  in  the  hands  of  a  series  of  bad-men.  The  editor  of  the  Gazette  had 
become  an  irresponsible  scamp  of  fickle  identity.  The  Prefect  had  difficulty  keeping  his  Assembly 
in  hand  and  the  U.S.C.  developed  its  own  autocracy.  To  top  all  our  worries  Art  Lennox  returned 
from  his  vacation  behind  what  he  claimed  was  a  red,  aristocratic  beard — needless  to  say  it  was  later 
removed  at  a  pre-rugby  game  fracas.  To  celebrate  our  final  year  the  Mustangs  won  the  inter- 
collegiate title  without  losing  a  single  game.  Alf  Hurley  won  the  McCullagh  trophy  and  Ralph 
Blackmore  won  the  McCullagh.  The  Taylors  ran  campaigns  against  secret  trials,  the  Gazette,  the 
Prefect,  the  Honour  Society,  etc. 

Conway,  after  three  years  of  solitary  sulking,  assumed  the  editorship  of  the  Commerce 
Quarterly  and  turned  in  the  finest  job  to  date.  Carlton  added  to  his  fame  as  a  dance  convenor 
by  putting  on  his  supreme  effort,  the  Arts  '40  dance.  The  war  first  dipped  Into  our  under- 
graduates with  both  John  Rider  and  Bill  Archer  leaving  University  to  join  the  army.  Haggsle, 
who  had  been  bent  on  becoming  "first  lady  of  Arts  '40",  was  foiled  by  Mary  Hayman  who  cut 
classes  for  a  couple  of  days  to  go  and  get  married.  Our  beautiful  sub-prefect  demonstrated  the 
diversity  of  her  talents  by  modelling  for  national  stocking  advertising.  Fellowships  were  won  by 
several  of  our  members,  first  blood  going  to  Clyde  MacDonald,  star  pianist  of  our  year.  Gradua- 
tion loomed  in  sight  and  pre-exam  cramming  began  again.  After  four  years  we  almost  had  It 
down  to  a  science.  Notable  feature  of  graduation  was  our  unique  female  geologist,  strictly  an 
Arts  '40  product.  Peg  Sturman  was  the  baby  graduate;  she  won't  be  eligible  for  the  old  age 
pension  until   1986. 

It  was  great  while  It  lasted,  the  pity  Is  that  finally  we  must  leave.  However,  In  our  brief 
four  years  we  have  accumulated  enough  material  for  all  the  Arts  '40  bull  sessions  that  can  be 
held  from  now  until  eternity.  Remember  the  shock  you  got  the  first  time  you  lifted  the  receiver 
and  switchboard  greeted  you  with  a  deep  bass  voice  (Gladish  and  Hill)?  Remember  that  Inde- 
finable something  known  as  the  "Spoils  System",  so  ably  exposed  by  the  editor  of  the  Gazette? 
Remember  Mooney  and  Taylor,  after  vainly  trying  to  "cover"  for  each  other,  escaping  in  a  canoe 
down  a  swollen  Thames?    Remember    ....

MEDS  '40 


"That  I  will  lead  my  life  and  practise  my  Profession  in 
uprightness  and  honour." 

When  Meds  '40  first  enrolled  the  year  of  graduation  seemed  as  remote  and 
inaccessible  as  the  year  1934  now  appears.  But  at  last  it  has  rolled  around.  Of  the 
thirty-nine  originals,  twenty-two  have  fallen  by  the  way,  but  new  members  have  swelled 
our  ranks  to  the  grand  total  of  twenty-nine. 

Meds  '40  has  done  nothing  new  or  startling  in  the  way  of  University  activities  but 
its  members  have  contributed  to  them  freely  and  fully  of  their  time. 

How  well  we  all  remember  our  first  registration  day.  How  lost  we  felt  in  this 
strange  new  environment,  how  we  thought  we  might  never  be  able  to  start  the  course 
because  those  registration  forms  almost  baffled  comprehension.  But  soon  we  were 
lost  in  a  whirl  of  lectures  and  labs,  frogs  and  dogfish,  fumes  and  formulae  and  their 
exams  and  more  exams. 

But  life  really  began  in  our  second  year  when  we  came  down  to  the  Medical 
School.  This  was  our  proper  level.  How  proud  we  were  to  be  known  as  Dirty  Meds 
and  to  scorn  each  and  every  Arts  student  as  a  pantywaist.  This  year  we  also  began  our 
various  extra-curricular  activities  in  earnest.  Our  basketball  team,  which  won  the 
championship  for  three  years  running,  was  our  pride  and  joy.  But,  like  all  great  teams, 
our  aging  members  went  down  to  defeat  graciously  at  the  hands  of  younger  players. 
To  volleyball  we  have  also  contributed  leading  players  who  are  still  guiding  the  younger 
men  in  championship  games  outside  the  school.  In  hockey,  Meds  '40  was  a  flop,  but 
we  gave  our  opponents  a  laugh  and  a  good  time.  In  boxing  and  in  football  we  have 
contributed  our  share.  The  thrill  of  a  lifetime  came  when  the  Mustangs  gave  us  the 
championship  as  a  graduation  present. 

Socially  we  have  had  our  moments.  Perhaps  we  are  best  known  for  the  Snowball 
dance  in  our  second  year.  It  was  magnificent  but  expensive.  We  are  still  paying  for  it. 
Dan  Cupid  has  found  his  mark  in  five  of  our  members  who  have  banded  together 
into  a  club. 

Of  course  Meds  '40  has  left  its  mark  on  the  various  publications,  the  governing 
bodies  and  the  Osier  Society. 

We  have  also  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  changes  in  the  curriculum  which  have 
occurred  during  our  course.  Each  year  the  Medical  course  is  being  made  more  and 
more  practical.  Our  members  have  seen  some  of  this  and  have  contributed  suggestions 
which  are  to  be  incorporated  into  future  changes. 
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Our  class  had  the  great  misfortune  to  lose  one  of  its  members  through  death. 
George  Kihick,  one  of  the  original  members,  succumbed  in  June  1939  after  a  long 
and  courageous  fight.  He  was  one  of  our  most  versatile  members,  being  prominent 
academically,  athletically  and  socially.  His  death  was  a  great  loss  to  our  class  and  we 
extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  family. 

At  last  we  are  finishing  our  final  year.  Much  of  the  levity  and  carefree  spirit  of 
earlier  years  has  been  forgotten  in  a  slowly-won  feeling  of  responsibility  which  we 
acquired  when  we  left  the  laboratory  for  the  hospital  ward.  Unfortunately,  the  outbreak 
of  war  has  rendered  the  future  somewhat  more  obscure  than  it  used  to  appear.  How- 
ever, the  members  of  Meds  '40  leave  their  Alma  Mater  for  new  fields  with  a  feeling  of 
gratitude  towards  their  teachers.  We  have  been  thoroughly  trained  and  are  fully 
prepared  to  enter  on  the  next  phase.  We  realize  humbly  how  little  we  know  about  the 
actual  practice  of  medicine  but  we  feel  we  are  ready  and  able  to  carry  on  in  a  manner 
which  will  do  credit  to  our  Alma  Mater,  our  teachers  and  ourselves.

Though  Huron  sends  only  eight  men  to  Convocation  this  year,  she  sends  men  of 
enthusiasm  and  ability,  men  varied  in  outlook  and  ambition,  and,  v^hat's  more,  men 
with  a  story  to  tell. 

It  is  now  forty-two  months  since  the  present  class,  groping  on  hands  and  knees 
through  ghostly  corridors,  found  its  way  to  the  baptismal  font  in  the  College  cellar. 
Many  unforgettable  experiences  have  filled  the  interval.  For  instance,  there  was  the 
"theolog"  who  spent  most  of  one  night  under  a  bed  in  the  attic  .  .  .  and  the  freshman 
whose  rafter-rending  scream  has  not  yet  evaporated  from  the  College  timbers  .  .  .

The  autumn  of  '37  saw  the  class  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  an  eminent  track 
and  field  star  whose  spectacular  end-runs  made  Huron  a  baffling  foe  on  the  inter- 
faculty  rugby  campus.  During  the  same  year  several  of  our  men  participated  actively 
in  the  programs  of  the  Orpheus  Society,  the  Debating  Club,  the  Science  Club  and 
Theatre  Nights,  thereby  continuing  Huron's  traditional  support  of  University  functions.

But  now  that  we  were  lofty  Juniors,  and  were  beginning 
to  look  up  in  the  world,  it  seemed  fitting  that  we  should  distinguish  ourselves  in  the 
maturer  sports  of  carpet-bowling,  bridge,  table-tennis  and  bull-sessions,  producing 
from  our  midst  college  leaders  in  each  field.  No  one  will  ever  forget  those  fantastic 
moments  when  '40  men  would  waft  unerring  bowls  from  one  end  of  the  common-room 
to  the  other,  amid  the  gasps  of  incredulous  spectators! 

The  spring  of  1940  brings  us  unimpaired,  if  somewhat  sobered,  almost  to  the  end 
of  our  collective  existence  as  a  year.  But  however  divergent,  in  the  future,  our  indi- 
vidual lives  may  be,  we  shall  always  possess  many  common  memories  and  experiences 
that  will  remain  unalterable,  providing  us,  as  a  group,  with  an  inspiring  slogan  .  .  . 
"sure,  I  was  at  Huron".

With  the  beginning  of  the  present  academic  year  St.  Peter's  Seminary  opened  a 
new  chapter  in  its  comparatively  short  but  eventful  history.  September  1939  brought 
the  completion  of  a  new  direct  affiliation  between  the  Seminary  and  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario,  The  announcement  of  this  new  affiliation  caused  some  surprise  to 
many  who  had  taken  for  granted  that  such  an  arrangement  had  already  been  in 
operation  for  some  years.  But  such  was  not  the  case,  and  a  brief  review  of  the  events 
leading  to  this  final  act  should  be  set  down  in  order. 

Up  to  the  present  year  the  students  in  arts  courses  from  St.  Peter's  Seminary  had 
been  registered  annually  in  the  University  through  Ursuline  College.  This  arrangement, 
which  was  meant  to  be  only  temporary,  was  begun  in  1923  when  the  late  Bishop 
Fallon,  founder  of  the  Seminary,  decided  to  add  an  Arts  Faculty  designed  to  train 
students  in  philosophy  in  preparation  for  their  theological  studies.  The  theological 
department  of  the  Seminary  was  founded  in  the  year  1912.  The  plan  was  highly 
successful.  Each  year  an  increasing  number  of  students  with  their  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  Honour  Philosophy  have  passed  into  theology  for  the  final  four  years  of 
training  for  the  priesthood. 

During  the  intervening  years  the  Seminary  staff  gradually  assumed  a  greater  share 
in  the  teaching  of  all  subjects  on  the  course.  This  had  been  the  intention  from  the 
start  but  its  realization  was  not  immediately  possible  since  it  required  additional 
special  training  of  staff  members  to  undertake  the  task.  The  older  graduates  have 
pleasant  memories  of  the  years  during  which  they  were  privileged  to  attend  lectures 
at  the  University.  The  names  of  the  late  Professor  Auden  and  many  others  who  are 
still  at  their  posts  are  held  in  affectionate  remembrance  by  those  who  had  the  good 
fortune  to  pass  under  their  scholarly  influence. 

Accordingly,  during  the  past  year  the  request  for  direct  affiliation  was  submitted 
to  the  Senate  of  the  University.  Satisfied  that  the  Seminary  had  met  all  the  University's 
requirements  for  staffing  a  college  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  Senate  recommended  to  the

Board  of  Governors  that  the  Seminary  be  admitted  to  affiliation.  The  Board  accepted 
the  recommendation  and  the  new  college  received  the  title:  St.  Peter's  Seminary 
College  of  Arts. 

This  brief  sketch  of  the  history  of  St.  Peter's  philosophical  department  inevitably 
brings  to  mind  the  cordial  relations  which  have  always  been  maintained  between  the 
Seminary  and  the  University.  The  authorities  of  the  latter  institution  have  always  met 
our  requests  with  a  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  and  absolute  impartiality  of  treatment. 
St.  Peter's  Seminary  gratefully  acknowledges  this  latest  gesture  of  approval  and 
confidence  and  values  highly  the  closer  ties  that  result  from  the  new  agreement.

The  University  Students'  Comnnission  is  the  student  governing  body  which  controls  all 
student  matters  concerning  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  as  a  whole.  It  is  composed  of 
four  representatives  from  the  College  of  Arts,  two  from  the  Medical  School  and  one  from  the 
Institute  of  Public  Health.  Its  income  is  equal  to  llie  combined  income  of  the  various  student 
governing  bodies  of  the  above  mentioned  faculties. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  U.S.C.,  its  offices  have  been  considered  sinecures  and  treated  as 
such.  Duties  and  powers  rightfully  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  were  forgotten  by  it. 
The  orphaned  powers  were  used  and  abused  by  unelected  students.  The  Commission  of  1938-39 
set  up  a  sound  financial  system.  Using  this  as  our  start  we  tried  to  restore  to  the  U.S.C.  functions 
rightfully  belonging  to  it,  functions  illegally  married  to  irresponsible  students. 

We  established  a  Centralized  Advertising  Managership;  Mr.  Ken  Mooney  received  the 
appointment.  His  job  was  to  solicit  advertising  for  all  student  publications  except  the  Medical 
Journal.  Because  of  his  genius  and  hard  work,  the  advertising  in  student  publications  was 
increased  by  well  over  eleven  hundred  dollars.  By  the  time  this  book  reaches  the  students,  all 
publications  will  be  free  from  debt. 

All  in  all  our  Commission  made  rather  extensive  changes  in  the  policy  of  the  U.S.C.  and  its 
constitution.  Realizing  that  the  names  Don  Wright  and  U.W.O.  Band  are  synonymous,  realizing 
that  he  is  a  necessity  so  far  as  the  band  is  concerned,  we  doubled  the  nominal  remuneration  that 
he  used  to  get.  Our  commendable  generosity  was  extended  to  the  intermediate  rugby  team. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Western  University,  they,  as  well  as  the  seniors,  were  given 
free  tickets  to  the  Rugby  Dance. 

By  means  of  changes  in  our  Constitution,  we  centralized  the  business  affairs  of  all  publications. 
This  was  done  in  order  to  prevent  University  publications  from  running  into  debt  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Students'  Commission.  Summoning  our  best  autocratic  manner  we  took  over  the 
appointment  of  the  editor  of  the  University  of  Westsrn  Ontario  Gazette.  With  utter  abandon  we 
freed  the  income  of  the  U.S.C.  from  the  whims  of  the  S.A.A.  and  Hippocratic  Council  and  then 
presented  ourselves  with  an  independent  constitution. 

Our  Commission  took  on  and  was  responsible  for  the  Protest  Campaign  against  the  govern- 
ment cut  in  our  provincial  grant  (Spring  1939).  By  means  of  a  radio  broadcast,  pamphlet  raids 
on  Western  Ontario  (by  aeroplane.  His  Majesty's  Mail  and  balloon  barrages),  house-to-house 
canvassing,  and  three  thousand  letters,  tons  of  long-distance  telephone  calls  and  telegrams,  a 
protest  parade  in  which  ninety  per  cent  of  our  students  took  part,  banners,  letters,  and  articles  in 
all  Ontario  newspapers,  and  a  hitch-hiking  tour,  we  finally  got  a  ten-minute  interview  with  the 
Minister  of  Education  and  almost  lost  our  entire  government  grant.  The  Protest  Campaign,  the 
like  of  which  has  never  before  been  seen  in  this  province,  resulted  in  a  petition  with  well  over 
20,000  signatures  and  produced  a  wonderful  school  spirit.  We  were  all  ready  for  a  bang-up 
campaign  for  a  field  house  this  fall  when  Hitler  refused  us  his  co-operation  by  bringing  on  a  war. 

Our  Commission  has  initiated  changes  in  the  U.S.C.    It  will  take  a  strong  Commission  to  see 

them  through.    I  think  you  have  one,  and  I  wish  them,  on  behalf  of  their  predecessors,  the  best 

of  luck.   Good,  bad  or  indifferent  we  surely  have  been  notorious.    I  hope  our  successors  will  inherit 

a  halo,  shun  autocracy  and,  above  all,  destroy  our    "spoils   system",   (to   which,   incidentally,   we 

claim  sole  rights).

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THE  STUDENTS'  ADMINISTRATIVE  ASSEMBLY 

At  first  glance  it  would  appear  that  the  Students'  Adnnlnistrative  Assennbly  accomplished 
little  other  than  stormy  sessions  during  their  various  meetings  throughout  the  past  year.  Criticism, 
whether  constructive  or  destructive,  has  served  its  purpose  to  awaken  in  the  minds  of  the  students 
of  this  University  the  realization  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  Student  Government.  I  look  back 
upon  the  past  year  with  satisfaction  at  the  accomplishments  of  our  S.A.A. 

Our  term  of  office  had  scarcely  begun  when  the  S.A.A. ,  the  U.S.C.  and  the  Hippocratic 
Society  united  in  their  efforts  to  protest  against  the  Provincial  Government's  cut  in  the  Univer- 
sity grant.    This  was  one  of  the  greatest  factors  in   rejuvenating  our  dormant  school  spirit. 

The  programme  carried -on  by  the  S.A.A.  was  a  most  extensive  one.  After  much  discussion, 
it  was  decided  that  we  should  drop  from  the  N.F.C.U.S.,  as  we  had  anticipated  the  present 
conflict  between  the  N.F.C.U.S.  and  the  C.S.A.  The  Disciplinarian  Committee  was  enlarged. 
The  system  of  the  Student  Court  was  altered  to  give  experience  to  future  senior  judges.  Further, 
the  Code  of  Student  Discipline  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Student  Court  were  revised  and 
brought  up  to  date.  Afternoon  dances  became  a  definite  part  of  our  college  programme,  when 
the  Year  Executives  rather  than  the  S.A.A.  sponsored  these  dances.  The  ever-conflicting  problem 
between  the  athletic  W's  and  those  worn  on  year  sweaters  was  definitely  cleared  up  with  the 
prohibition  of  Ws  of  any  type  upon  year  sweaters.  Previously  conflicting  issues  between  the 
S.A.A.  and  the  U.S.C.  were  eliminated  to  a  great  extent.  It  is  our  ardent  belief  that  due  to  the 
work  of  the  past  S.A.A.,  the  relations  between  these  two  bodies  have  been  more  definitely 
delineated. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  kind  co-operation  of  the 
members  of  the  S.A.A.,  the  Executive  Cabinet  and  especially  our  gracious  Sub-Prefect,  Miss 
Doris  Eagles.

In  closing  I  would  ask  the  undergraduates  to  be  always  mindful  of  the  privilege  they  enjoy  in 
attending  Medical  School.  The  Arts  Students  may  howl  "Dirty  Meds",  but  they  do  so  with  both 
respect  and  envy.

The  purpose  of  the  Student  Handbook  and  Directory  is  well  known  to  every 
student  and  is,  perhaps,  most  fully  realized  during  those  early  weeks  in  the  fall,  when 
the  editor  is  striving  to  accunnulate  the  necessary  facts  and  arrange  for  their  publica- 
tion, while  all  the  rest  of  the  student  body  has  but  one  thought  concerning  the 
Handbook:    "When  will  it  come  out?" 

Through  this  publication  the  U.S.C.  places  in  the  hands  of  each  student  much 
information  which  the  individual  would  find  difficult  to  locate  by  himself.

5.  The  years  devoted  to  a  university  course  are  happily  divided  into  sections  and  time  is 
allowed  for  recreation,  athletics,  social  events  and  other  opportunities  for  students  to  work  and  play 
together.  Some  of  the  most  attractive  features  of  a  university  course  are  the  occasions  provided  for 
contacts  with  other  ambitious  and  capable  young  men  and  women. 

6.  It  is  not  as  well  known  and  appreciated  as  it  should  be  by  senior  secondary  school  students 
that  the  University  stands  for  certain  things,  namely,  individual  attention,  thorough  work,  excellent 
associations  and  happy  times. 

7.  Do  you  know  that  in  these  days  of  stress  and  perplexity  a  career  is  practically  beyond  the 
reach  of  anyone  who  is  not  university  trained?
